He was a H arvard law 
profes ior and a mem- 
Ann^n- an Civil Lib erties Union, 
of the Ia‘ter and b ecause of his 
dosophy, h.: app<ontment to the 
a m atter of great controversy, 
o p p - ‘od him in 'he .senate had

What was it that made him so o utstand­ 
ing . such a fig ure o f swirling co ntro v ersy ? 
It was a simple thing that did it—an abid­ 
ing faith and co nfidence in the peo ple. Such 
faith has by no w eo me 
to he co nsidered in 
the nature o f a cliche, to be a little naiv e 
o r passe. 
To the devil with 
u n alì.'.traction-A 
What IS the b iac;. and whit:' oi the r-sue in 
dispute! 
Thi.c is the prevailing attitude 
among those who, con.v.iousiy or not, fear 
the full weight of pub lic opinion or wiio 
have b o?i them ci ncept of humanity or who 
have b een b linded b y a.isumed profundity 
and self-intoxication. 


★ 
But b ecause he was intoxicated with 
the worth and dignity and rights of the in­ 
dividual. Felix F rankfurter defended the hu­ 
man race. He viewed the Constitution of 
tee United States as an instrument of gov­ 
ernment. not a tool for isolated segments 
of tiie population who would use it to foist 
their own philosophies upon the lives of oth­ 
er*« Hi" showed this deep conviction whon, 
on the question of stato reapportionment b y 
Suprt-me Court order, he said: “ The Cviurt's 
authority—possessed neither of purse nor 
tiie sword—ultimately rests on sustained 
pub lic confidence in its m o r a l sanction. 
Su h feeling m ust b e nourished b y t h e 
court’s complete detachm ent, in fact and in 
appearance, from political entanglements. 
“ There is no t under o ur Co nstitutio n a 
judicial remedy fo r ev ery po litical mischief. 
In a demo cratic so ciety like o urs, relief 


must eo me thro ug h an aro used po pular co n­ 
science that sears the co nscience o f the 
peo ple's representativ es.’’ In ano ther fo r­ 
mal o pinio n, and perhaps in answer to his 
critics, he said: “ One o f the prero g ativ es 
o f .\merican citizenship is the rig ht to criti­ 
cize public men and measures. That means 
no t o nly info rmed and respo nsible criticism 
but also the freedo m to speak fo o lishly and 
witho ut mo deratio n." Yet. he had a g reat 
disg ust fo r fuzzy thinking . He was a sup­ 
po rter o f integ ratio n but an enemy o f the 
use o f wire-tapping in the co llectio n o f ev i­ 
dence in criminal cases. 


★ 
When he answered those who criticized 
his association with the American Civil Lib ­ 
erties Union, he said that “ civil lib erties 
mean lib erties for those we like and those 
we don't like, or even detest." Yet, he 
was b y no means an anarchist. He saw the 
.Supreme Court as b oth a final refuge of 
and authority for the people. 
He believ ed co mpletely that the law 
co uld no t Ik* co mpro mised but he knew, 
to o , that the law had to be administered 
with kno wledg e, understanding and justice. 
His reliance upo n and faith in the peo ple did 
no t co nstitute an abdicatio n o f judicial re­ 
spo nsibility . In his y ears o f g o v ernment 
serv ice o utside the co urt, he acted fro m 
this same faith but nev er co nsidered it a 
cause fo r leg islativ e o r administrativ e sta g ­ 
natio n. 
A.s a m em b er of the court, he unque.s- 
tiunab ly demon^traled what might b e called 
a conservative fram e 
of mind. But q u i t e 
properly, he resented 
the application of phil­ 
osophical p 0 1 it i c a 1 
term s to the cum ulative tindings of jurists. 
'Fhis is b ecause the law and the courts 
are one thing and the adm inistrative and 
legislative b ranches are q u i t e another. 
There is no incongruity in a cxiurt c^teeped 
in classic hum an rights as opposed to a 
government dedicated to an active sense of 
pub lic service and assistance. The two rep­ 
resent different stages and states of life and 
society. 
The governm ent’s role is to actively 
carry out the dictates of the people, to see 
to it that our social order is as productive 
within the b ounds of freedom as it can b e 
of individual well-b eing. It falls to the courts 
to guarantee to the people that what we 
consider their heritage to b e is not denied 
them b y either initiative or inertia. Justice 
F rankfurter understood this distinction and 
applied it with keen perception of man as 
an individual and a human b eing jxissessc'd 
of m any and varied inner and often ab ­ 
stract forces.

The proper ob servance of Lab or Day is 
one thing. Surviving the holiday and the 
long week end is another. 
The anxious que.slion at this juncture 
is, how many of us will make it safely 
through the period and will b e ab le to an­ 
swer roll ca'l Tuesday?

darkly, how many of us will b e among the 
missing? 
This is a personal question of a mojit 
uneasy sort. But the grieving people gather­ 
ing at the mortuaries and the pain-wracked 
sufferers in the hospitals will hold that the 
question should have had greatly more at­ 
tention, when attention could b e given. 
It could b e 
an 
unnecessary question 
if every driver who w h e e l s onto the

mans the

regard for himself and others. .\o one has 
to b eat a train to the crossing, nor save 10 


minutes of a three hour trip b y wild driv­ 
ing. No one has to hog the road or take long 
shots at passing, .No one has to fall asleep 
at the wheel or load up on a b ottle b efore 
stepping on the gas. 
If the Lab or Day holiday produces its 
grim roadside sights, as it always ha.>, 
such a scene 
is reserved for those who 
have constructive tasks to p e rform -the 
rescuers, the police, the amb ulance men. 
Morb idity b eloiig.s m a safer place. A few 
dozen cars parked along the road and half 
a hundred spectators 
hypnotized 
b y the 
sight of agony can turn a simple accident 
into a compound one. 
Highway tragedies b elong to the most 
senseless class of human mis'fortune. They 
certainly do not b elong to an occasion such 
as Lab or Day with its emphasis on the wel­ 
fare and good life for people.

The sinister f o r m u l a of 
running the gov ernment by 
“ soaking the rich” is a snare 
and a delusion. Studies by 
the Tax Foundation in New 
York hav e shown that some 
8A% of the y ield to the Fed­ 
eral gov ernment 
from 
per­ 
sonal 
income 
tax 
receipts 
comes from the basic 
20^ 
rate to which all tax pay ers, 
large and small, are subject. 
The confiscatory 
personal 
rates not only dilute incen- 
t i v e s and v enturesomeness, 
but lead 
to 
a 
shunting 
of 
economic 
t a l e n t 
into the 
search for tax shelters. Like­ 
wise, v enture capital, which 
should 
prov ide 
the 
capital 
fa cilities for job-creating in­ 
dustry , is div erted 
into 
fi­ 
nancing gov ernment through 
the purchase of the tax ex ­ 
empt 
bonds 
of sta tes 
and 
their subdiv isions. 
President 
Kennedy 
sav ed 
the frail nerv es of

from the

mediate tax action is needed, 
and the 
second episode of 
realizing

Congress is disposed to do 
nothing on major tax rev is­ 
ion.

jazzed up from time to time

Presidential interv ention 
pro and con business, as the 
case may be.) 
When real rev ision of tax es 
is discussed nex t y ear, it is 
to be hoped that such Con­ 
gressional leaders as Senator 
B y r d , Virginia Democrat, 
and Representativ e M i l l s, 
chairman 
of 
the 
H o u s e 
Way s and Means Committee, 
.‘\rkansas Democrat, will ap­ 
proach the complex subject 
objectiv ely , and seek to re­ 
late legitimate tax ation to de­ 
fensible F e d e r a l ex pend­ 
itures. Income tax r a t e s 
should be reduced substan­ 
tially , and should be compen­ 
sated for by 
reductions 
in
